The fearful increise of crime which 
marks the present era io the history of 
our country, is sufficient to quicken into 


‘life the dullest sensibilities, and to awa- 


strat 


ken from their lethargy the drowsiest 
feelings of patriotism. Searcely a jour- 
na? reaches our table without bringing 
note of dome dreadful deed perpetrated 
either in the heat of blood, in obedience 
to the dictates of a c: ol and settled ml. 
ice, or from a fiencish and insatiable last 
for mammon. The torch of the in-endi 
ary is continually consigaing to ruin and 
desolation the fairest portions of many 
of our cities, the most fligrant and hel- 
lish outrages are committed upon the per 
sons of the weaker sex, with a frequen- 
cy which must alarm the stoutest hearts; 
whilst stealing and its thousand kindred 
aris to wrest from the citizen his honest 
earnings, have become the most common 
occurrcnces of the day. Almost every 
city poper comes to us crowded with the 
intelligence of robberies by fraud; th 
burg'ar has become almost as common 
an attendant of our castings as ou 
heuse cats and watch dogs. The pick- 
pockets are rapidly growing in numbers 
and are ever on the alert where there is 
tle faintest prospect of g ia, and have 
carried their profession to s: ch an incred 
ible degree of perfecton as to have be 
come both in osme and io reality a for- 
midable tribe. As for the instance- 
in which goods aed money ere obtained 
by forgery, by false pretences, aud by 
various other dishonest and disgraceful 
it isupecessary to mention 
them, for they have become as familiar 
to us as the items recorded under the 
marriege ond obituary heads. 


But our altention has been called to 
this subject at the present time, not by o 
desire to exeggeraie the enormities of 
our countrymen, but to awaken their vig 
ileace and to stimulate their energy in 
the great enterprize of checking the pro 
gress of crime. It is a fact in the econ- 
omy of governments, which cannot b 
successfully contested, that education af 
ter all, is the grand spring: f p»pula: 
purification. Bu: the benefits of this in- 
vaiuable auxiliary in the work of human 
reformation, are rather too remote to 
serve our present puposes. We wish the 
lights of educntion to be broadly and mu 
nificently diffused over our lani, and this 
wil silently but certainly correct the 
evil tendencies of our population. Bur 
what we desire at this time, is on anti- 
dote for crime more expeditious in it- 
nature. We stand in need, ia the large: 
towns and cities, of a police augmented 
both in its numbers and vigor. Wed)» 
not refer, in mikiog this remark, tos 
police which will ferret out and secur 
offenders, after they have already com- 
mitted offences, but we mean such po- 
lice as will be ensbied to anticipate them 
in the career of crime, and to rid the 
community of euch noxious pests, through 
the medium of a preventive process. |! 
every su<picious person who might be 
scen about a place, as well as every per- 
son who might be loitering about withou' 
some honest calling, and without adequ ite 
means of support, was immediately ar- 
rested and his case inquired into, and 
competent security required for his good 
behivior, whe:e a satisfactory accoun’ 
of his character, occupation, and future 
desigos might not be given, we are firm- 
ly convinced that there would be a visi- 
ble alteration immediately produced in 
the mora! tone and behavior of the vici- 
ous portions of community. This is not 
all; where persons have been tried for 
offences and nevertheless acquiited from 
a dificiency of proof, or owing to any 
other cause where there guilt was evi- 
dent, if these persons were uniformly re- 
quired to enter into bonds for their good 
behavior, it would tend largely to en- 
hance the security of the public. And 
it would bs well also to exact a similar 
pledge of fide lity to the laws of the coun 
try from those gentry who have served 
Out their term in the penitentiary and af 
lerwarcds come amougst us; as also from 
those who are known to have committed 
thefis and other breaches of the law else 
where. Such a system of police would 
Dot only have a direct and certain ten- 
dency to relicve our cities and towns of 
the hateful practices of such wretched 
Outcasts, after they had once settled in 
them, but its terrors would have a ten- 
dency to repel them from any place in 
which such a police might exit Such 
places would become hateful to them i. 
the highest degree, and they would i. 
the course of time, rather wander amongst 
the Tartars, the Arab or the Cossacks,

Vera Crus, June 24.
